I have a question which I feel I must address now. 


When using an air-variable capacitor that is panel mounted, how does on 
minimize stray capacitance? 


With the coils that I wound awhile ago, I know that they are 4.138uH in 
value. However, if I use the variable capacitor found in a 160-in-1 kit, 
the frequency output of a VFO based on my coil is between 5MHz and 9MHz, 
implying that it has a capacitance range roughly from 80pF to 160pF. Does 
this sound right? 


(Interestingly enough, this may also explain why my latest VFO, the one 
based on the PNP transistors, also had a complete octave tuning range.) 


Anyway, if I order the 5-75pF air variable from Dan's small parts, I'll 
have a tuning range from 9MHz to over 34MHz, assuming I can keep the 
output impedance just right across the whole tuning range on the VFO 
(about 90 ohms seems to be the best given the rest of the circuit values I 
posted in an earlier schematic). For fine tuning, I plan on using two NPN 
transistors, reverse biased, as varactors. 


I guess the question I'm asking is: how do I minimize the stray C from 
extending the leads of the capacitor from the PC board to the front panel? 
I have the following solutions: maybe the list at large has others: 


1) Place the VFO immediately next to the variable cap, thus keeping leads 
as short as possible, or 


2) Extending the leads to the variable capacitor as needed, but make sure 
the coil is butted up against that cap as tightly as possible, thus 
minimizing lead lengths between the two tuning elements. The transistor 
acts only as an amplifier, so we can use shielded cabling, or twisted 
pair, to extend the L/C combo to the PC board. 


Any further ideas? Thanks. 


P.S.: I could care less whether or not I have a huge tuning range; I just 
want to be able to cover 12MHz to 16MHz. Thanks. :)

A *LOTx of the radios talked about on this list fit into that category of 
light on power. Lots and lots of folks on this list like to drag a rig out 
in the woods, often backpacking, so weight is a prime concern. 


A lot of these right aren't 'medium' power, tho. Most tend to be in the 
2-5 watt range. But I wouldn't let the low power turn you away. As far as 
I can tell, the difference between 5 watts and 100 is only visible ina 
pileup, or in the frequencies below 40 meters. With the sunspots turning 
up, 20 and up are going to be where the fun is, and on these bands, power 
doesn't make a whit of difference. 


You also didn't mention whether you are a phone or CW guy. Most of the 
rigs folks talked about here tend to be CW because they are 1) effective 
with low power, 2) simple, and 3) cheap. The popular rigs seem to be from 
Wilderness and Oak Hills, which tend to be in the $100 neighborhood as a 
kit. The Scout Mike mentioned is more in the ‘middle’ power range, but 
also a tad pricey compared to what a lot of folks here like. 


Not that folks here are all cheap (well, then again....). There are lots 
of Icoms and Kenwoods represented here, but these rigs tend to be expensive 
not only in dollars, but also in power consumption, which is an issue if 
you want to get many hours of operation off a battery you can carry with 


you. 


I would suggest you follow the list for a bit. IMO, just as in antennas, 
there is no 'best' radio. There's the right one for you, to do the things 
you want to do. I would venture that every evening there are at least a 
half-dozen postings about the merits, or lack thereof, of one radio or 
another. Only you know your priorities. If you follow along for a couple 
of weeks, you will have a much better feel for which low power radio is 
right for you.

Thanks to all who responded to my post. 


I have to take back a lot of bad things I said about the 40 meter Ramsey 
Mini-Receiver. I finally put a good ground on the the rig and plugged the 
output into the Line Input-instead of Mic Input on the Radio Shack Speaker 
Amp. The difference in noise level was dramatic. The radio is now quiet, 
and has plenty of gain. It's working well enough that I have copied some 
QRP stations. 


Yup, AM detection is still a problem. The quick solution was to add a wave 
trap to null out the worst offenders. 


Does at least some the AM detection in these NE602-LM386 radios come from 
the 386? 


I have a few more mods to make on this receiver. The main one is an active 
filter between the 602 & 386. Since the noise problem is solved to my 
satisfaction for now, I'll try a LM741, mainly because it's cheap. Then 
I'll see about adding a separate vfo, then maybe a tuna-tin 2 sans the tuna 
tin...hmmm... 


Got the code speed up to 13 wom this week, figured out how to get a 40 
meter antenna up on my 50 x 100 ft estate, and the hamfest season is just 
starting! By Labor Day, I will be ready to to put Delaware on the QRP map 
in a "Small Wonder" way, of course.

Of course, I don't have the resolution in my frequency read-out to read 

@ to 999Hz, so I'm sure that by moving my hand, I'm affecting the circuit 
about 250Hz or 500Hz. Still, I'd say that's pretty dang good for an 
open-air circuit. :) When they said that series-tuned Colpitts is more 
stable than most other oscillators, they meant it I guess. 


> Best to keep the leads short. The other problem you will have with 
> long leads is that the osc will not be stable. Vibration will cause 
> the wires to move and change the values. 


Right now, I have leads that are about four inches long, due to the 
proximity of the components on the 160-in-1 kit. The waveforms that the 
oscillator produces are darn near pristine!  :) 

> I would try building the vfo on the big cap itself. 

An interesting concept -- I'll have to plan this out. I seem to recall 
reading that building the VFO on the cap itself also reduces back-lash, 


which is omnipresent in other hardware construction techniques. 


> Read some of the old books dealing with tubes. What you see was 


> very common back then. 


Good. This means that I'm on the right track as far as my self-education 
goes. Folks, this is the reason I started with such an ambitious project 
(a dedicated, reasonably high-quality VFO unit in its own box). Start 
simple. But it certainly was NOT simple the first time. I had gone 
through two years of hacking away at this, and recently (and inadverently) 
made a receiver that really shouldn't have even worked (weird). 


Now, with the resources on this list, I have a working VFO, a working RF 
amplifier for it (wide band), driving a 74HCTOO chip (hehe...no need for a 
schmitt trigger it seems), producing beautiful 5V square waves with nary a 
glitch nor noise spike. The only problem is that the output isn't a pure 
50% waveform, so when driving a mixer, you'll get all sorts of unwanted 
affects. So, my next project is to hook it to a 74HCT74, thus dividing 
the VFO frequency by two, but also giving me perfect 50% duty-cycle 
waveforms, with perfectly clean output, and excellent drive capability for 
switching mixers. 


Before I put the chip in, though, I noticed that the RF amplifier was 
putting out almost 10Vpp of signal. I couldn't have this, not with a 5V 
supply, so I adjusted the oscillator's bias to produce at most 4.5Vpp. 
Suprisingly enough, the circuit works from 1.7MHz to 2.7MHz. 


I promised Ed that I'd have a graphical schematic of the circuit I 
ultimately want; however, if this keeps up, I'll finish the darn thing 
before I get a chance to. :) 


I'll let everyone know where the schematic is, once I transcribe it to the 
computer. Please be patient. 2)

Some time shortly, I want to play with tuning a VFO via diodes. I have a 
set of 1N914 diodes available to me. Does anyone know what kind of 
Capacitance I can get off of a single 1N914 diode? I plan on using them 


in a back-to-back configuration, as often seen in publications today. 


Also, does anyone have any ideas why a VFO would just stop oscillating if 
I tune to too low a frequency? My VFO used to tune from 1.4MHz to 3.2MHz 
when I didn't have the TTL chip on the output of the RF Amplifier. Now, 
it will tune only from 1.7MHz to 2.7MHz or so. The usable range of 
variable capacitance is only about 35 degrees or so of shaft movement. If 
I move outside this "magic" region of capacitance, the oscillator just 
conks out. 


I can see when I reduce capacitance, it increases in frequency, and thus, 
develops too small a voltage on the output to sustain itself. But when I 
increase capacitance beyond a certain value, the oscillator also conks 
out, and I haven't a clue as to why. Any ideas? I'd like to be able to 
use the full 180-degree motion on the capacitor of possible. :) 
Otherwise, I'd need a 40-to-1 reduction drive, just have a sane tuning 
spread! :D 


Also, is there any equations or rules of thumb that allow one to predict 
when an oscillator will and will not oscillate? What's the best way to 
bias an oscillator? I found my best point by trial-and-error via a 
potentiometer. It works great, and even allows me to control the 
distortion/gain ratio. But if I know the causes of what enables or 
disables a tank from sustaining oscillations, I can probably make better 
circuits with wider tuning ranges (and certainly one that allows me to use 
the entire capacitor, and not 30 degrees of it! >:) ).

I have 
found that plexiglass is not that hard to work with, and my plexiglass 
vendors over the years have been very happy to cut pieces to custom sizes 
for me. A few small pieces and a large "notch" will glue together nicely, 
and make a great Bencher cover. The plexiglass glue is thin, clear, and 
applied with a syringe. It seems to slightly dissolve the plastic on both 
pieces, and then bond them together. I have made lots of custom pieces in 
this manner.
